We 
may be disbeleivers, backsliders, or 
we may be just neglectful. What ever 
our own creed may be, however, we 
have no right to deny the little ones 
the privileges of attending Sunday 
school. It is a part of our duty to 
our offsprings and to society as a 
whole to see they are brought up in 
the right way. Perhaps our neglect 
has gone to such an extent that 
the children do not want to go. They 
prefer to play in the nursery or 
romp on the lawn, but it is our duty 
to see they 
are given 
that early 
religious 
teaching upon 
which the 
great structure of real manhood and 
womanhood is reared. 
After all. the source of all real 
happiness is a firm 
belief in 
the 
teachings of the Bible and of Jesus 
and Him crucified. In the mad pursuit 
of the bubbles of life—riches, power. I 
prestige—we oft* n lost* night of this 
great truth. It is only when some 
sorrow comes, some sudden reverses 
in business, some failure to achieve, 
dims 
th*' blue 
background of our 
skies that we turn to the Book and 
recall the old days when we trudged 
away to Sunday school. Then all the 
beauty, all the power of those sim­ 
ple truths dawn upon us again and 
I we are our best selves, strong in 
failh and able to bear any burden. 
You say it is not the province of 
a 
newspaper 
to 
preach 
sermons? 
This, kind reader, is no sermon; it 
is just a little heart-to-heart talk 
which may touch someone’s heart and 
be the means of sending some little 
child to Sunday school and forming 
impressions which will cling to that 
child through all the years to come. 
As we walk down to our office to 
look over the Sunday morning mail, 
let us resolve to see that the ones 
we love best of all spend a part of 
the day as the Infinite One intended.
